Few Simple Rules 
Where the feet are no rmal, at­ 
tentio n to a few simple rules will 
keep them so .

First, wash the feet frequently, 
bathe them at least o nce a day, 
dry them tho ro ughly and use a 
fo o t po wder, made o f talc and 
bo ric acid, afterward. Any simp!# 
po wder will do. 
Seco nd, it is a go o d plan to have 
at least two pairs o f sho es so that 
it is no t necessary to wear the 
same pair o f sho es two days in a 
ro w. This will give the sho es rn 
chance to dry.

Recently a farmer friend of mine 
told me, " I ’ve mov ed to another 
farm where I get bigger y ields in 
all my feed crops- But ev en though I shov el much 
mere corn and pitch a lot more hay , I can’t get my 
calv es to m arket as early . I ’m just not growing as 
much m eat per acre.” 
This man doesn’t realize th a t feed bulk is no 
indication of feed v alue. Liv estock will not gain 
more on larger rations unless the feed v alue of 
any crop is deriv ed from the basic plant food ele­ 
ments found in the soil. The crop m ust first build 
up the woody structure th a t makes up its bulk 
Then, if soil conditions are right, the plant will 
store up a supply of the raw m aterials of protein, 
v itamins, and mineral compounds. T hus, whether 
a crop offers any thing more than bulk and fatten­ 
ing power depends on the condition of the soil on 
which it grew. Livesto ck ma y b e fed g rea t q u a n tities 
o f feed stu ffs p ro d u ced o n 
poor so ils a n d still fa il to 
g a in weig h t. 
It is soil that has been guarded against 
erosion, fertilized properly , and carefully managed, 
that grows nutritious crops.

FEET 1cere made to be u*ed 
but just how many people do find 
theirs adequate to support them 
through one full day’s activities 
without pain and discomfort? 
Some do, of course, but their num­ 
bers are few compered to the vast 
majority who are “all-in” after a 
few hours of standing or walking 
and thia is solely because their 
feet have "given out.” 
Thousands of otherwise healthy 
people find themselves partially 
incapacitated for either work or 
play by painful aching feet. And 
yet, the following of a few simple 
rules might be enough to prevent 
this sort of thing. Of course, where 
there are serious foot disorders, 
such as flat feet, relief is not so 
easily obtained and in many tacet 
it may be necessary to consult a 
doctor before anything helpful can 
be done. Even go, however, th® 
proper shoe plus the right exereisa 
go a long way toward relieving the 
discomfort of fiat feet 
Few ffiaiple Rules 
Where the feet are normal, at­ 
tention to a few simple rule* will 
keep them so. They are: 
First, wash the feet frequently, 
bathe them at least once a day, 
dry them thoroughly and use a 
foot powder, made of Ute and 
boric acid, afterward. Any eimple 
powder will do. 
Second, it is a good plan to have 
at least two pair* of shoat so that 
H is not necessary to wear the 
tame pair of shoes two days in a 
row. This will give the shoes a 
chance to dry. It k a good plan, 
too, to change the stockings one® 
a day. 


Third, take care in trimming 
the toenails. Tho nails should be 
cut straight across. Otherwise, in­ 
grown nails may develop. 


Shoes That Fit 
Fourth, be sure the shoes fit 
properly. For walking and exer­ 
cise get shoes that support the 
feet. There is no harm in the 
wearing of high heeled shoe® by 
women, but wearing them too 
frequently might lead to foot 
troubles. 
Fifth, exercise the feet regular- 
ly. Wiggling the toes, walking on 
the toes, walking on first one side 
of the foot end then the other ell 
will help to keep the foot muscle® 
limber and active. 
Sixth, keep the feet dry. If the 
feet should get wet remove the 
shoes end stockings, dry the feet 
end put on dry shoes and stock* 
in ga 
Walk Correctly 
Seventh, walk in the right way 
with the toe® pointed straight 
ahead and not outward. This 
throws the weight on the strong­ 
est part of the feet. 
Eighth, don’t neglect the child’s 
feet. Examine them frequently to 
make sure that there ere no red 
■pots, blisters, corns and similar 
disorders present. 
Ninth, if these mild conditione 
develop do not hesiUta to consult 
a chiropodial. For mort serious 
foot troubles the orthopedic spe­ 
cialist should be consulted.
